ing the  Union,  and  the  population  on  which  such  payment  was  based;  the  sum 
added  to  the  subsidy  of  any  province  as  better  terms,  and  the  date  when  such 
addition  was  made,  respectively;  the  details  of  each  readjustment  of  subsidies 
since  1867,  and  the  yearly  subsidy  at  present  payable  to  each  province  .with  the 
population  on  which  such  payment  is  based,  and  the  original  debt  allowance,  if 
any.  respectively,  placed  to  the  credit  of  each  province  on  entering  the  union.

Between  1867  and  1873,  under  British  North  America  Act,  1867,  section  112, 
there  was  deducted  from  the  above  subsidies  interest  on  the  excess  of  debt  (the  capi- 
tal of  this  excess  of  debt  rising  in  amount  at  the  passing  of  the  relieving  Act  1873 
to  $10,506,988.84)  and  repayment  of  these  deductions  formed  the  basis  of  the  increase 
of  the  subsidies  imder  47  v.c.  4,  1884. 

330,857.  census  1861.  $82,698;  special 
allowance  for  10  years.    $42,185.21 ;  interest  on  debt  allowance. 

The  province  received  as  a  debt  allowance  credit  for  $8,000,000'  under  the  British 
North  America  Act  1867,  sec,  114,  and  a  further  sum  of  $1,186,756  under  the  Act  of 
1869.  and  a  still  further  sum  of  $199,490  under  the  Acts  of  1873  and  1874.  These  sums 
were  applied  to  offset  the  province  debt  and  are  now  reduced  to  a  capital  sum  of 
$262,560.41,  yielding  an  interest  of  $13,128.02,  and  this  latter  sum  forms  part  of  the 
subsidy  now  paid. 

Neiv  Bnmsivicl:—^251,m7.m;  population  252,047,  census  1861;  $63,000;  special 
allowance  for  10  years. 

The  province  received  as  a  debt  allowance  credit  for  $7,000,000  vinder  the  British 
North  America  Act  1867,  section  115.  This  sum  was  almost  entirely  absorbed  in  pay- 
ment of  existing  debts  and  practically  no  payments  of  interest  were  made  by  way  of 
subsidy  in  the  early  years.

The  province  not  being  in  debt  was  paid  this  amount  of  interest  on  the  capital 
sum  of  $472,090  under  the  Union  Act  of  1870,  and  also  the  interest  on  the  additional 
capital  sum  of  $79,357  under  the  Act  of  1873,  in  varying  and  diminishing  amounts 
from  time  to  lime  as  the  principal  was  applied  in  the  payment  of  province  liabilities, 
until,  in  1889,  the  capital  of  these  two  sums  became  redcced  to  $87,755  90,  yielding 
a  yearly  sum  of  interest  of  $4,387.80  and  this  latter  amount  remains  a  permanent 
increase  to  and  forma  part  of  the  annual  subsidy  now  paid. 

British  Columbia.— $18?j,00Q;  population  00,000,  estimated  1871.  $24,995.07;  5 
per  cent  on  $499,913.52  debt  allowance. 

The  province  received  a  debt  allow  ance  of  $1,600,200  under  the  Act  of  1871  and  a 
further  sum  of  $280,084  under  the  Act  of  1873.  These  amounts  were  applied  against 
the  province  debts  and  the  varying  sums  of  interest  paid  on  the  balances  became  fin- 
ally reduced  to  5  per  cent  on  the  capital  of  $499,913.52  and  the  interest  on  this  sum 
remains  a  permanent  increase  to  and  forms  part  of  the  annually  subsidy  now  paid. 

Prince  Edward  Island.— 50,216.80:  population  94,021,  census  1871.  $130,024.59, 
interest  on  debt  allowance. 

The  province  received  as  a  debt  allowance  credit  for  $4,701,050  under  the  Imperial 
Order  in  Council  of  20th  June,  1873,  which  was  applied  in  the  reduction  of  the  pro- 
vince debt  and  this  together  with  $182,973.78,  allowed  under  the  Act  of  1884,  was 
finally  reduced  to  a  principle  of  $775,791.83,  yielding  an  interest  sum  of  $38,789.58; 
but  this  latter  sum  is  ofi^set  by  a  contra  charge  of  $39,120.10  which  is  the  interest  on 
$782,402.33  the  balance  of  the  land  account,  thus  resulting  in  an  actual  reduction 
of  $330.52  to  the  sums  forming  part  of  the  annual  subsidies  now  being  paid.
